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Red Cross Cam paign Near End 


With the end of the Red Cross campaign 
but two days distant, East Liverpool, using 
the motorist’s expression, must “step on the 
gas” in order to attain the $2,500 goal neces­ 
sary if the nursing service, abandoned sev­ 
eral months ago because of exhaustion of 
available funds, is to be re-established. As 
the annual roll call enters the last week the 
total reported is less than $1,100. 
Women workers, under the leadership of 
Mrs. Aubrey Dornan, today began a canvass 
of business houses, in an el tort to obtain ad­ 
ditional contributions as a means of provid­ 
ing $2,000 for home needs, for approximately 
one-fifth of the funds raised here must bo 
forwarded to the national headquarters. 
Less than 700 of East Liverpool’s 25,000 
people have enrolled. 
This is a poor record 
for a community that always surpassed its 
quota in a humanitarian campaign. During 
the w ar and since the Armistice, the city mis­ 
er many times the sum sought iii the 1924 
drive. But despite the fact that booths were 
maintained for twelve days in stores, the­ 
atres and postoffices here, the fund is far 
from complete. The next two days must see 
redoubled efforts. 
Tile Red Cross campaign is a community 
movement. 
Its pupose is to help the needy 
as wrell as to enable assistance to be given 
stricken zones in the event of fire, flood or 
other disaster. 
East Liverpol has never admitted defeat 
in a worth-while cause. Let’s cheer up and 
put the Red Cross campaign across. 


The Child Labor Campaign 
The battle over the child labor amendment 
is going to be fought harder than friends of 
the amendment expected. The result may 
be decided this winter by the 36 state legisla­ 
tures which meet in January. And in most 
of those legislatures the lines will be closely 
drawn. 
Three states have rejected the amend­ 
ment already. They are Georgia, North 
Carolina and Louisiana. To these may be 
added Massachusetts, whose referendum in 
the recent election went against the amend­ 
ment, though official action is still to be 
taken by the legislature. 
Only one state, 
Arkansas, has ratified so far. 
It was assumed that the north would be 
nearly all for the amendment and the south 
solidly against it. The upsetting of calcula­ 
tions will add interest and fervor to the cam­ 
paign waged during the winter. 
Factory and farm present the big obsta­ 
cles in this effort to give children greater 
freedom and opportunity. Both want their 
labor; and in each case, many parents want 
their children’s earnings. 
The factory argument is perhaps easier to 
meet than the farm argument. The big ma­ 
jority of pee pie will admit, whether they act 
on the admission or not, that factory work is 
bad for children. 
It is harder for them to see that forced 
farm work is bad for children. 
It is still 
harder to make farmers understand that the 
intent of the amendment is not to hinder chil­ 
dren from doing necessary chores on their 
fathers’ farms, or helping with the farm 
work in the summer.

A ir Mileage 
There is more flying in this country than 
most people suppose. It is announced that 
army aviators during the year 1923 flew 9,» 
043,000 miles, which is equal to more than 
314 times around the world. The total mile­ 
age is based conservatively on 120 miles an 
hour, the speed of the slowest plane. Army 
flyers were in the air nearly 7b,OOO hours. 
The present year probably will show as good 
a record. 
In this vast amount of flying there was a 
loss of 18 lives. 
Aviation officers are quoted as saying 
that no other form of transportation can pro­ 
duce similar figures. In point of safety, how­ 
ever, the United States army showing does 
not seem quite so good as that of the British 
commercial aviation companies, which in five 
* 
years have flown 4,000,000 miles with a loss 


o f six lives. 
In considering this record of army achieve­ 
ment in the air, one naturally wonders why 
commercial aviation lags so in the United 
States 


W hat the railroads in pan is that they woald like 
the outsiders in politics to let them alone, to take 
everything In sight, asking for and getting anything 
they don’t see.

Rickets is a disease regarding which there is 
still much to bo learned, but it la known that it 
- 
fed s the bones of young children, sometimes can­ 
ing perm anent deformities and always lowering tic* 
vitality of the victim. It is also certain that rick' '* 
is preventable by simple treatm ent. 
A disease that affects somewhere around tbr* *- 
fourths of the babies and that It ie preventable 
« 
worthy of national attention, or so the children ; 
bureau thinks. The bureau, together with the Y<< •* 
school of medicine, is conducting a three-year dem­ 
onstration program in New Haven, In order to find 
out more definitely w hat the condition is in a ci'y 
and to see what can be done about it. 
The first 
year's work is Just finished. 
The report is th ut 
about 87 per cent of the older children examined 
were found to have rickets, whereas only 29 per cent 
of the children who received preventive treatm ent 
have developed the disease. 
The routine treatm ent for this common ailme e 
Is sunlight or cod liver oil, or both. 
There is "■<* 
guesswork about this. The facts have been proved, 
and demonstrated beyond doubt. 
It is interests c 
to note that children of the Eskimos, who are fed 
on fish oils from an early age rarely suffer from 
rickets, even though they get little sunlight. 
On 
the other hand, negro children of the W est Indie* 
run about in very little clothing and so get the fell 
benefit of the sun’s rays. 
Like the Eskimos, they* 
escape rickets. 
Cod liver oil is used to treat the disease beeay'x|r 
It contains quantities of calcium and phosphorous* 
These food aowssories play in important part 
’i ( 
the forming of bone tissue. It is thought that son « 
vitamine which has not yet been Identified is the4 
agent by which the the calcium and phosporous arn 
stored in tho bones. At any rate, it is certain th >fc 
lf a child's body Is not able to assimilate these in­ 
gredient* from ordinary food. Its bones do not de­ 
velop properly, and the result is the pathetic con JI* 
tion known as rickets. 
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Her husband, tho Rev. Mr. Sheatsley, suggests 
that the Hindu women sometimes hum themselves. 

But they do not crawl through a narrow 
furnace door, shut It behind them, and then indulge 
In “suttee” all alone.

Red Cross Cam paign Near End 


With the end of the Red Cross campaign 
but two days distant, East Liverpool, using 
the motorist's expression, must “step on the 
gas” in order to attain the $2,500 goal neces­ 
sary if the nursing service, abandoned sev­ 
eral months ago because of exhaustion of 
available funds, is to be re-established. As 
the annual roll call enters the last week the 
total reported is less than $1,400. 
Women workers, under the leadership of 
Mrs. Aubrey Dornan, today began a canvass 
of business houses, in an effort to obtain ad­ 
ditional contributions as a means of provid­ 
ing $2,000 for home needs, for approximately 
one-fifth of the funds raised here must ho 
forwarded to the national headquarters. 
Less than 700 of East Liverpool’s 25,000 
people have enrolled. 
This is a poor record 
for a community that always surpassed its 
quota in a humanitarian campaign. During 
the war and since the Armistice, the city rais­ 
er many times the sum sought iii the 1921 
drive. But despite the fact that booths were 
maintained for twelve days in stores, the­ 
atres and postoffices here, the fund is far 
from complete. The next two days must see 
redoubled efforts. 
The Red Cross campaign is a community 
movement. 
Its pupose is to help the needy 
as well as to enable assistance to be given 
stricken zones in the event of fire, flood or 
other disaster. 
East Liverpol has never admitted defeat 
in a worth-while cause. Let’s cheer up and 
put the Red Cross campaign across.

T he Child Labor Campaign 
The battle over the child labor amendment 
Is going to be fought harder than friends of 
the amendment expected. The result may 
be decided this winter by the 36 state legisla­ 
tures which meet in January. And in most 
of those legislatures the lines will be closely 
drawn. 
Three states have rejected the amend­ 
ment already. They are Georgia, North 
Carolina and Louisiana. 
To these may be 
added Massachusetts, whose referendum in 
the recent election went against the amend­ 
ment, though official action is still to be 
taken by the legislature. 
Only one state, 
Arkansas, has ratified so far. 
It was assumed that the north would be 
nearly all for the amendment and the south 
solidly against it. The upsetting of calcula­ 
tions will add interest and fervor to the cam­ 
paign waged during the winter. 
Factory and farm present the big obsta­ 
cles in this effort to give children greater 
freedom and opportunity. Both want their 
labor; and in each case, many parents want 
their children’s earnings. 
The factory argument is perhaps easier to 
meet than the farm argument. The big ma­ 
jority of poeple will admit, whether they act 
on the admission or not, that factory work is 
bad for children. 
It is harder for them to see that forced 
farm work is bad for children. 
It is still 
harder to make farmers understand that tho 
intent of the amendment is not to hinder chil­ 
dren from doing necessary chores on their 
fathers* farms, or helping with the farm 
work in the summer.

army aviators during the year 1923 flew 9,- 
043,000 miles, which is equal to more than 
314 times around the world. The total mile­ 
age is based conservatively on 120 miles an 
hour, the speed of the slowest plane. Army 
flyers were in the air nearly 76,004) hours. 
The present year probably will show as good 
a record. 
In this vast amount of flying there was a 
loss of IB lives. 
Aviation officers are quoted as saying 
that no other form of transportation can pro­ 
duce similar figures. In point of safety, how­ 
ever, the United States army showing does 
not seem quite so good as that of the British 
commercial aviation companies, which in five

years have flown 4,04)0,000 miles with a losg 
of six lives.

The f ir s t 
y ear’s w ork is Just finished. 
The report is t h a t 
about 87 per cent of th e older children exam ined 
w ere found to have rickets, w hereas only 29 per cent 
of tho children who received preventive treatm ent 
have developed th e disease.

LONGER SCHOOL 
YEAR FAVORED 


County 
Superintendent 
Outlines Progress in 
Rural Districts. 


“The biggest factor in any school 
Is the teacher," declare* County Su­ 
perintendent of Schools lf. C. Leon­ 
ard, "aud it may be well to consider 
what we teed in Columbiana county 
In this respect. 
Mr. Leonard was outlining the pro­ 
gress that is being made in tile rural 
school work in this day, and with 
special reference to this county. 
“The old saying 
‘that with Maik 
Hopkins on the one end of a log and 
a student on tho other was sufficient 
to constitute a university; may have soom r or later 
been true in the days of Mark, but ii 
is scarcely 
applicable 
today, 
but 
rather because other factors ure of 
much greater importance. In the first 


management. 
There 
are l l school 
districts in Columbiana county and all 
within 78 townships. Each district 
employs one or more teachers. One 
teacher is the sm allest and 18 is tho 
largest number employed ic any one 
of these districts. The change in the 
boundaries of the districts is abso­ 
lutely necessary. 
"Another change that should be 
made in school affairs in this county 
is to Increase the number of modern 
sanitary 
equipment. 
“I will have to 
admit that the little red school house 
bas done a wonderful work In Its day. 
but that school was established to 
meet the needs and the requirements 
of that day—the day of the wooden 
plow share, tile cradle and the flail. It 
has held over in many places, and is 
now trying to do service in the day 
of the automobile, the modern self 
binder, threshing machine and yet. the 
flying machina. 
The little red school 
(houso Is still functioning but it is 
! working against almost impossible 
odds, and although some people are 
still clinging 
on to it tenaciously, 
lin y will be compelled to give it up 


“In this connection I speak as one 
having had considerable experience 
with this institution, for I have bad 
an association with it personally in

I person. But, times are now changing. 
Just now. tuko the country over, we

such a turnover of labor would Im a 
real hardship for the employer, but it 
is a calamity in tho schools. 
“Out of HS teachers in one room 
rural schools in Columbiana county 
beginning September last, 27 had no 
experience, and hut 22 of those en 
gaged had but one year experience in 
teaching. Here is a total of 49 teach­ 
ers who have one year of experi­ 
ence or less. 
Another interesting 
fact about the rural school work of 
this county is that 24 of the 113 teach­ 
ers ait> teaching in the same school 
this 
year as 
last year, and 69 are 
new to their schools. 
Then 65 teach­ 
ers out of the 116 
practically half 
of those employed 
were not teach­ 
ing In this county at nil last year. 
fine of the largest problems of the 
county board of education is to Ink­ 
ster up the stability of the teaching 
force. 
“Today we need teachers of wider 
I raining and experience who will stay 
with the work longer and not use it J 
as a stepping stone to tho city school I 
or some other vocation. 
I do not 
claim to havo a panacea that will ! 
solve some of our other difficulties 
will go u long way toward solving tho . 
teacher problem 


The trend is toward tho higher ideal 
in sehool life as it Is in anything 
else. 
This means advancement, and 
an advancement to meet a changed 
condition. 
"People of this county may not know 
It," Mr. Leonard aaid, “hut as early 
back as 1914 there were 12.000 one- 
rooms school houses in Ohio. This num­ 
ber had been reduced this year to 
6,961. 
The passing of the little red 
school house therefore is at Hie rate 
of about 600 per year during the last 
19 years. 
However, in Columbiana 
county, we’ve not hit this pace yet. 
“With the advent of the modern 
school building for the rural children, 
the next great need of tho county is 
the high school. 
The slogan for Co­ 
lumbiana county should he ‘a high 
school reasonably accessable to every 
boy and girl in Hie county.' 
In this 
connection, I want to say that these 
high schools should bo adapted to the 
needs of tho rural boys and girls. 
There is one lino in which the federal 
government is now assisting and en 
couraglng 
in a financial 
way 
and 
that is rural education. A few years 
ago the Smith Hughes law was pass 
cd making provision for agricultural 
vocation. 
Tho specific agricultural 
subjects taught are farm corps, soils, 
dairying, horticulture, farm manage­ 
ment and farm shop work. Pupils in
